BROWNE'S LAVISH OFFERS 


WERE PROMPTLY ACCPETED 


Illinois Representatives in the 
Browne Trial Tell of Distri- 
bution of “‘Lorimer Money.” 
Blackmail Plot Card of De- 
fense ---- Browne’s Attorney 
Threatens to Spring a Bomb. 


Chicago, June 16.—Objections by the 
defense against the admission of the 
testimony of' State Representatives 
Meyers, Link and Beckemeyer in 
the Lee O'Neil Browne senatorial brib- 
ery trial, were overruled by Judge Mc- 
Surely todey after five hours’ argu- 
ment. This was regarded as a distinct 
victory for the prosecution, as it per- 
mitted the firstecorroborative evidence 
in support of the “confession” of Repre- 
sentative Charles A. White, that he 
had been paid $1.000 for voting fer 
United States Senator Lorimer. 

Meyers was the first witness for the 
prosecution, following the sweeping 
aside of the objections of the defense. 
His testimony was, in effect, that 
Browne had called on him on the day 
of the election of Lorimer and asked 
for his vote, saying that there were 
lots of jobs and plenty of the “ready” 
for those who voted for Lorimer. 

Got Packnge of Fifties. 

Representative H. J. ©. Beckemeyer, 
of Carlisie, Iil., then took the stand. 
Beckemeyer made confession No. 2 be- 
fore the grand jury following the ex- 
pose precipitated by White's confession 
No. 1. In his testimony today Becke- 
meyer corroborated White in every 
material point. Beckemeyer said he 
had been called to St. Louls, as White 
had been, and there wag hended a 
“package” by Browne, who remarked, 
“There te-your Lerimer tméney.”” ‘Beck- 
emeyer said he opened the “package” 
and found $1,000 in $60 bills. The al- 
leged payment of $1,000t0 Beckemeyer 
was made June 21, at the Southern ho- 
tel. in St. Louis, the same day on 
which White declared the money had 
been distributed. Beckemeycr said 
that on that date he saw Representa- 
tives Robert E. Wilson, Joseph S&S. 
Ciark and Charles Luke in St. Louis. 

Beckemeyer will be cross-examined 
tomorrow, following which Representa- 
tive Michael! S. Link, who made “cor- 
fession No. 3," that he had received 
$1,000 for his Lorimer vote, will give | 
his testimony. 

Defense Promises Surprise. 

The defense today promised to spring 
a bomb in the form of a confession 
On its side of the case. Attorney Erb- 
atein, of counse! for Browne, returned 
from a trip out of town and declared 
he had found a witness who had con- 
fessed to entering a plot with White to 
obtain money from Browne and Lor- 


imer. 

-It was declared that the confession 
to be sprung bythe defense will prove 
a “blackmail plot,” and the indict- 


ment of White will be demanded on |

President J. H. M’Laurin 
Makes Statement. 


Grocers’ Association No More 
an Illegal Organization, He 
Says, Than Other Business 
Aggregations--Prepare to De- 
fend Association.

Jacksonville, Fla., June i6.—J. H. 
McLaurin, president of the Southern 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association, ex- 
surprise that federal 
prosecution should be taken against 
the association by the federal author- 
ities. He was aware that several par- 
ties were in Washington trying to in- 
ierest the attorney general in the pros- 
ecutic», but, he stated, !t was evident 
trat the attorney general did not real- 
izes the true reasons for the activities 
of the parties trying to bring on the 
suit. Mr.. McLaurin believes that the 
gole purpose of their action was to 
further individual litigation now pend- 
ing in the courts at Birmingham and 
elsewhere, in an effort to influence 
public sentiment. 

Allegations Incorrect, Says MeLaurin. 

“The allegations of the present com- 
plaint of the United States as reported 
in the newspapers,” continued Mr. Mc- 
Laurin, “are wholly incorrect and can 
be proven so. The Southern Whole- 
saie Grocers’ Association is sjmply an 
association for social and legitimate 
business purposes, like the National 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association, which 
covers the northern states, retai] gro- 
cers’ associations, cotton growers’ asso- 
elations, fruit growers’ associations 
and like associations which. exist in 
practically every business and occupa- 
tlon in the country, and unless they 
are all held to be illegal and in viola- 
tion of the acts of congress, I do not 
think that the Southern Wholesale Gro- 
cers’ Association will be held to be so.” 

Receive No Official Notice. 

J. H. McLaurin, C. W. Bartleson and 
Robert Moore, the Jacksonvilie men, 
reported to have been made defendants 
to the suit, have received no official 
notice or intimation of the prosecu- 
tion. However, steps have been tak- 
en by the defense to have themselves 
represented by attorneys when the trial 
comes up.

RESPITE MERRITT: 
BROOKS 10 HANG 


Negro Will Pay Penalty 
Today for Murder. 


Sheriff Is Relieved of Double 
Hanging-—-Merritt Given Seven 
Days Upon a Letter From 
Judge Roan--- Attorney to 
Make Extraordinary Motion. 


When Governor Brown yesterday 
afternoon granted a respite of seven 
days to Rogers Merrift, the negro sen- 
tenced to be hanged in the Fulten jell 
this morning for criminal assault, the 
sheriff of the county was saved the 
disagreeable duty of conducting a dou- 
ble hanging. 

Frank Brooks, the negro sentenced 
to be hanged today for the murder of 
another negro, will pay the penalty 
for hig crime alone. ' 

Merritt and Brooks were both sen- 
tenced on the same day, and after ap- 
peals for them both had failed before 
the prison commission, the cases were 
carried before the governor. After 
due consideration the governon Thurs- 
day respited Merritt, but declined to 
interfere in the case of Brooks, and 
his sentence of death will be executed 
between the hours of 10 and 12 o'clock. 

Merritt’s respite was granted by the 
governor upon request of Judge L. 8. 
Roan and Solicitor C. D. Hill, who 
stated upon authority of Attorney Car! 
N. Guess, representing the negro, that 
additional evidence has been discov- 
ered which may warrant giving him a 
new trial. 

Letter from Judge Roan. 

The letter of Judge Roan and of So- 
licitor Hill follows: 
“Governor Joseph M. Brown: 

“Dear Sir: Having been informed by 
Mr. Guess that certain evidence has 
been this day discovered which might 
prove the tfnmnocence of one Rogers 
Merritt, now incarcerated in the Ful- 
ton county jail, and sentenced to be 
executed Friday, June 17, would be 
pleased if you could see proper in 
granting said Merritt a respite for a 
week or ten days that the evidence 
may be thoroughly investigated.” 

The governor granted the respite in 
order that the evidence may be inves- 
tigated, and that an extraordinary mo- 
tion for a new trial may. be filed by 
Attorney Guess 4nd passed upon by 
Judge Roan. 

Mr. Guess stated Thursday afternoon 
that he will met’ the evidence in shape 
at once and will then file his motion 
at the earliest possible moment. Should 
Judge Roan deny the motion for 4 
new trial Merritt’ will be hanged on 
Friday, June 24; 

In the Brooks case, Attorney Bos- 
Well asked a respite on the ground 
that he can prove that the negro is of 
unsound mind. The governor took 
the position that such evidence should 
have been produced at the trial, and 
he declined to interfere. Brooks con- 
fessed to having: killed the negro ser- 
vant at the home of Miss Nettie Ser- 
geant, on Washington gtreet, while at- 
tempting to commit a burglary, which 
the servant interrupted. 


MAN WITH BIG GUN 
HUNTED THE PRESIDENT 


Same Person _ Attempted to 
Reach Mr. Taft June 17 
Last Year. 


Washington, June 16.—A muscular 
man over 6 feet in height. with black 
hair and heavy black mustache, called 
at the executive office of the white 
house today and asked to see the presi- 
dent. He was immediately recognized 
as the same man who visited the ex- 
ecutive mansion June 17 of last year, 
and when arrested at that time had 
two big pistols in his possession. 

Taken into custody again today, he 
was again found to be armed with a 
44-caliber pistol. The man gave his 
name as James Stricklin and said he 
was from Cumberland, Md. When ar- 
rested a year ago Stricklin said he 
hailed from Arkansas. 

The man is being held for observa- 
tion as to his sanity. He claims that

On. the charge of shooting; to. destif 
with a single-barre] shotgun Watch 
man W. H. Holland, at the Thurmond 
street ice plant on the morning of 
April 8 David R. Phillips was placed 
on trial yesterday in Judge lL & 
Roan’s division of the superior court, 


The trial wiil last through today 
and probably a part of tomorrow I6 
will be feesumed this morning at 2 
o'clock. 

The court room was filleé wi 
relatives and friends of both Hol 
and Phillips and with spectators such 
as usually attend criminal court trials. 

A jury was quickly secured soon 
after the case was called. A large 
number of witnesses were sworn for 
both the state and the defense. With<~ 
out any delay the state's witnesnee 
were put upon the stand. 

At the hour of adjournment, 5 o'clock 
Thursday afternoon, sevénteen wite- 
nesses had been examined by the 
state. The testimony so far is purely 
circumstantial and much of it is not 
very material It has been shown that 
Holland was shot to death by an as- 
sassin and that a shotgun was used, 
the right side of his face having been 
blown off. A gun was found near the 
scene of the crime. Two witnesses 
identified the gun as very much like 
oné Seen in Phillips’ store. 

Phillips Near Scene of Crimea 

Two policemen have testified that 
Phillips was seen within three or four 
blocks of the crime at 2:30 o'clock on 
the night of the murder. A witness 
has sworn that she overheard a man 
tel! Phillips he had played h-—-, and 
Phillips replied that he “had shot the 
top of his head off.’”’ 

Several witnesses testified that Phil- 
lips was frequently seen with Mrs. 
Holland. 

The state was still trying to prove 
that Phillips and Mrs. Holland were 
intimate when court adjourned, and the 
Same line of evidence will be intro- 
duced this morning. 

The defense has put questions to 
Jim and Clarence Cason, two employees 
at the ice plant, which seem to indi- 
cate that it is their intention to show 
that the Casons know more of the 
murder than they care to tell. Thig 
was about all the sensation that has 
developed so far during the progress 
of the triai. 

It hae all along been the theory 
of the prosecution that Phillips was 
intimate with Mrs. Holland and that he 
killed Holland because he had reasons 
to believe Holland had been informed 
about the intimacy. In other words, 
that murder was committed to escape 
the vengeance of a wronged and an- 
gary husband. 

BM is understood that the defense will 
try to break down the credibility of 
the state’s witnesses and then seek 
to prove that there were others who 
wanted to kill Holland.

It ts said the procedure is the en ae 
rect result of a suit filed by an Ala- 


bama merchant against former Presi- | 


dent J. A. Van Hoose, of the associa- 
tion, and against the association itself 
for damages. This merchant, it seems. 
believed that the association was at-. 
témpting to keep’ manufacturers from! 
selling to him direct, because he was a | 
retailer. It is further understood that 
about a year ago President Van Hoose 
séttied with him for $10,00.. The suit 
against the association has never been 
settied. Along with this information 
received here is that this same mer- 
chant appeared before the house com- 
taittee on the investigation of the cost 
of higher living, and this proceeding 
is thought to be an outcome of his 
testimony there. 

The wholesalers claim that the man- 
ufacturers as a whole will not sell to/! 
the retailer direct, but prefer the job- 
ber, because he is a greater distributer.

The work of construction § started 
about the first part of 1879, and the 
building was completed in 1880. It 
\was at first intended that there should 
be two stories, but before the comple- 
tion, it was ascertained that there wags 
not enough space, so the roof on the 
second story was taken off, and an- 
other floor added, and also the wing 
which extends out to the alley, which 
runs from Forsyth to Fairlie street. 

Cost Was $350,000. 

The original cost was $266,000, but 
before the finishing touches were put 
on, it amounted to something in the 
neighborhood‘ of $350,000. The plans 
were drawn by the government archi- 
tect at Washington. The superinten- 
dent in charge of the construction was 
Thomas Healey. The basement of the 
building was built under contract by 
Thomas Alexander, who used Stone 
mountain granite throughout. The 
ock work on the upper floors was 
nade of Maine granite. 

The first postmaster in charge of the 
building was Benjamin Conley, who 
held office until 1884, heing succeeded 
by Capt. W, T. B. Wilson, now in the 
elity engineer’s office. 

There are citizens in Atlanta who 
remember when the postoffice wag lo- 
cated at the corner of Broad and Ala- 
bama streets, where the Turmaen Real 
Fistate Company is now; and when it 
was on Whitehall street, where 
he Germania Savings bank has just 
recently moved. Later it was located 
lat the old Capitol site, and from there 
to the present quarters. 

At the time the present site wag sold 
to the city Dr. Willis. Westmoreland 
had a residence on the corner of Fair- 
lie and Marietta streets. On the For- 
“eel street side was the Weinmeister 
otel. 

Nat J. Hammond was in congress 
from this district at the time the gov- 
ernment decided to give Atlanta the 
postoffice.

Foreman Cason en the Stand.

He was awak- 
ened by Vaughan early in the morn- 
ing, and told about the crime. Witness 
identified a cut-shell and small comb 
and case which were found near the 
scene of the murder. He stated that 
he took Holland's’ pistol from his 
pocket. 

On the  cross-examination Cason 
stated that his brother, Clarence Cason, 
had been discharged by the Western 
and Atlantic railroad the day before 
the killing, and when Holland was 
killed he got the dead man’s job. An 
effort was made by the defense to 
show that there were bad feelings be- 
tween the witness and* Phillips be- 
cause the latter reported the foreman 
for being drunk on a certain occasion. 

Attorney . Kilpatrick asked Cason 
row he knew where the dead body 
lay, and the witness replied that the 
negro Brooks showed him the way. 

Cason was asked if one Mamie Blue 
and a Mrs. Huff did not visit the ice 
plant at night, and if he, the witness, 
did not remark that the wrong man had 
been killed. thinking that Mrs. Huff's 
husband was trying to kill Clarence 
Cason. To all of these questions the 
witness made a negative answer. 

Clarence Cason Testifies. 

Clarence Cason was the next witness, 
and only a few questions -had been 
asked him when court adjourned until 
1:30 o'clock for dinner. ; 

Clarence cCason Was Put again upon 
the stand when court reconvened. He 
testified that he was called by his 
brother and told of the murder. He tes- 
tified that he went to Marietta street 
and got a policeman.

Policeman Anderson told about be- 
ing called and about going to the scene 
of the murder.

Where Phillips Was That Night. 

Policeman Gorman testified that he 
and his partner, Palmer, 
Phillips at 2:30 o’clock on the night 
of the murder on Mangum street, near 
Tyler; that Phillips was walking away 
from the direction of the ice plant and 
going toward his home. When accost- 
ed Phillips cried out, “Oh, you nearly 
scared me to death!” Phillips said he 
was out just bumming around and had 
been to see a lady friend. On April 26 
witness and Palmer again met Phil- 
lips in a drug store and Phillips al- 
luded to the night meeting and said, 
“I am still scared over it.’’ The place 
where Phillips was met on the night 
of the murder was within three or 
four blocks, or a quarter of a mile, 
from the ice plant. 

On cross-examination. Gorman said 
that the ice plant might be three- 
quarters of a mile from the corher of 
Mangum. and Tyler streets. He 
couldn’t remember when or to whom 
he first reported about the meeting 
with Phillips. Policeman Palmer cor- 
roborated Officer Gorman. 

Policeman Russell testified that 
Cason came to him about 6 o’clock on 
the morning of the murder and told 
him what had occurred. 

Some Strong Evidence. 

Mrs. S. L. Pierce, of 14 Carter street, 
testified that she was a grass widow 
with three children, the oldest of whom 
was 458, She knew Phillips, and had 
traded at his store, which was within 
two doors of her home. About two 
weeks after the murder of Holland 
she saw Phillips and Jim Nation at the 
corner Of Marietta and Forsyth streets.

Phillips 
did not say whose head he had blown 
vff.

In the 
store the gun was handled by @ clerk 
named Ellis Barrett and hig brother, 
Conway. 

The clerks were brought intq court 
by the defense and she _ identified 
them. 

On the cross-examination Mrs. Pierce 
said her maiden name was Pierce; she 
had secured a divorce from her hus- 
band, Sam Neal. Her children went 
by the name of Neal. When the di- 
vorce was obtained she resumed her 
maiden name.

As the head of the Atlanta delegation that conferred with the 
committee and the postoffice department, Mayor Maddox is enti- 
tled to cordial commendation for the aggressive manner in which 
he has prosecuted so successfully the case of the city. 

While considering plans for utilizing the splendid property 
that now becomes available, the central idea should be to remodel 
and renovate the city’s new municipal headquarters in a style so 
substantial and permanent as to meet the needs of many years. 

In every phase Atlanta has outgrown the stage that once made 
patchwork upon her public buildings or facilities an excusable ex- 
pedient. : 

The people voted overwhelmingly to abandon such a policy 
when they voted in the bonds to wipe out the accumulated patch- 
work of the many years preceding. 

It is imperative that a like program be observed in so important 
a particular as the structure that is to stand as the official residence 
of Greater Atlanta. 

In the materializing of this practical ideal the old city hali he- 
comes a valuable asset. When it is sold and the government paid 
for its abandoned federal building, there will be at least something 
left. And if that is not enough, then whatever is necessary should 
be added to remodel the new city hall so effectively that Atlanta 
will possess one of the handsomest municipal homes in the country.

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THE GEORGIA GOOD ROADS CONTEST. 


Enthusiasm aroused by the state press campaign for better 
roads is blazing higher and higher. County after county is pushing 
highway work in a more intelligent and serious way than ever be- 
fore. Already, there has been a great awakening, a new realization, 
as it were, of the vast importance which general road improvement 
means to the upbuilding of Georgia. The people are thinking. And 
when the mass thinks and discusses, it educates itself. 

With the exception of a very few counties, the entire state has 
paid but little attention to road improvement up to the last twelve 
months. Today, three-fourths of the counties are working convicts 
on their roads, and the counties which have no convicts are regarded 
by their neighbors as backward and unprogressive. : 

South Georgia, which is developing in a marvelous way, seems 
determined to lead the rest of the state in mileage of improved 
roads. Wiregrass Georgia is growing to the estate of a rich em- 
pire. It is becoming enormously wealthy, because it is a tremendous 
producer. The lands which thirty years ago sold for a dollar an| 
acre, virgin timber included, now bring $20 to $50 an acre, without 
the timber. One day last week a Savannah firm paid $19,000 for 
the turpentine privilege on a bit of original forest still left in Eman- 
uel county. Another firm paid $41,000 for the timber, and after 
the trees have been turpentined for three years, the lumbermen will 
cut the forest, and the owner retains his land. A generation ago, 
such tracts sold for a few hundred dollars. | 

Savannah, Brunswick and Macon are favorably located, ge- 
ographically, to share largely in the trade of middle and _ south 
Georgia. Augusta is putting a new railroad right through the heart 
of the section. Atlanta, not so advantageously situated with refer- 
ence to that territory as the other cities, will lose no opportunity to 
keep in close touch with it. 

We hope to see the four larger cities take the deepest interest 
in the auto tour through that section and round the state next fall. 
The towns down there, always quick to grasp opportunities for trade 
extension and valuable publicity, are planning to enter cars repre- 
senting their commercial organizations. They mean to let all Geor- 
gia know that they are alert, and it*is a fine idea. 

A dispatch from Thomasville a few days ago stated that city 
will enter ten cars in the contest. What a splendid advertisement 
for that thriving city and county! Not only will the cities*along the 
route be informed, but with ten dailies and thirty weeklies talking 
good roads and the tour, all the state will know about the capital of 
Thomas. 

And so it will be with Americus, Albany, Valdosta, Waycross, 
Athens and every other city which has representation. 

The coming tour is far more than a high-class sporting event. 
It is to be a trade extension campaign, and every county, town and 
city is invited to participate. |

CITIZEN ADVISES ROMANS | 
HOW TO ACT IN ATLANTA 


In reference to the trip to Atlanta, 
which the mayor and ten councilmen 
of Rome took yesterday and their 
luncheon at the Cafe Durand, The 
Rome Tribune-Herald prints the fol- 
lowing letter addressed to Mayor Han- 


cock from a Rome friend: 


“Dear Your Honor:—My soul is 
thrilled with pride in the social rec- 
ognition afforded you and the ten 
city dads, in the invitation to take 
luncheon with Mayor Maddox and the 
Atlanta aldermen next Thursday at 
the new Cafe Durand. I always knew 
there was class to you boys, and this 

it. 
pit oo i W., I just want to make 
a few little suggestions about the 
way you alj must act while you are 
there. I am qualified to do this, be- 
cause I was in Atlanta during the 
exposition, and have been reading in 
the etiquette book, s0 I will give 
you the benefit of my advice and ex- 
perience, that you may not disgrace 
yourselves and drag the proud name 
of Rome in the dust. 

“To begin with, you and the other 
boys must exercise care in your ap- 
pearance. Be sure to clean your 
nails, wash your necks, and put on 
your store-bought clothes. Do not 
stick your heads too far out of the 
Windows, or you may get them 
chopped off by the. telegraph poles, 
which are close to the track. Do not 
‘drink too much ice water on the way 
to Atlanta, as it will interfere with 
your appetite. 

“When you get thére be sure not 
to get run over by any street cars, 
while looking at the high buildings.

Camilla,- Ga.,: June’ 16.—(Special.)— 
The people here call Mitchell the best 
county in the world. 

They say the round-the-state tour 
next fall must come through here to 
give the motorists a treat. And it is 
a treat to ride through Mitchell coun- 
ty. I have not seen as fine corn any- 
where in Georgia this year and no bet- 
ter cotton. These people made their 
own corn and meat and syrup and 
they do not have very large store ac- 
counts to settle when they sell their 
cotton. : 

Dr. F. L. Lewis drove me for miles 
over the county in his Jackson and 
after one sees Mitchell, he must ad- 
it is a magnificent farming 
country. One farm of 1,300 acres was 
sold a few days ago for $65,000—$50 
an acre. Ten years ago the farm was 
bought for $10 an acre. 

Twenty-five years ago land sold here 
at $1 an acre and purchasers gave the 
timber away to anyone who would 
clear the land.

The farmers are making more money 
on their investment than any other 
farmers anywhere in the world.

“T wouldn't have a horse and buggy 
again,’ said W. L. Butler, who lives

Judging from the evidence of the 
hief of police and other members of 
the police department, their testimony 
being that the “situation is growing 
érious, and that they cannot control 
he situation,” it does seem to be high 
time to call a halt in this “beer” busi- 
ness. 

Chief Jennings and the detective ser- 
geant both declared that the present 
Situation in Atlanta, is similar to that 
of 1906, which culminated in the 
shameful riot, and which has left a 
foul blot upon the once fair name of 
Atlanta. 

Should such a riot occur again it 
will be due entirely to the presence 
of the saloons, and of course the city 
council must be held responsible for 
the consequences. 

So intolerable has this beer business 
become that even the negroes are pro- 
testing against the saloons. 

It was a pathetic sight to see ne- 
groes pleading with the police commit- 
tee in behalf of their race. 

The. better class of negroes are pro- 
testing against the saloon because they 
know to what this thing wil) lead. 
They know that the prohibition law 
is being violated and that, too, by those 
who have sworn to enforce the laws. 
Such wanton violation of the law is 
@ disgrace to the city and to the state. 
The chief of police and the whole 
department declare that no “near beer” 
is now being sold in Atlanta, but that 
the thing that is making men drunk, 
is the real beer with 4 or 5 per cent 
of alcohol. 

If this be true, then the beer saloons 
in Atlanta are being. licensed in viola- 
tion of the prohibition law.

San Francisco, June 16.— ‘The 
fight between Jeffries and Johh- 
son will take place on July 4. If 
not in San Francisco, then I 
will pull it off in Reno, but the 
fight will be held on that date 
and I shall keep my promise.”’ 
This statement was made by 
Tex Rickard to the Associated 
Press tonight. ‘ 
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San Francisco, Cal., June 16.—To all 
the Jeffries- 
Johnson championship battle is a 
pugilistic outcast. It is a perfectly 
good fight, except for the fact that it 
has no scene of hostilities. The fighters 
are ready and are training faithfully; 
there is no doubt about the gigantic 
purse, as nearly half the money has 
been deposited in the banks and the 
match has been widely advertised and 
has attracted greater interest than 
any other contest in ring history, yet 
it is incomplete in one essential de- 
tail—nobody knows where it is going 
to be fought. 

That it will not be held in San 
Francisco or elsewhere in California 
is generally admitted, a conclusion in 
which sporting circles grudgingly con- 
cur. Tex Rickard, promoter of the 
bout, is so certain of this that he has 
declared his intention of suing Gov- 
ernor Gillett and the attorney general 
for alleged damages sustained because 
of intervention by state authorities. 

While no legal steps have been taken 
as yet against any of those concerned, 
Promoter Blot, of the Langford-Kauf- 
man fight, slated for Saturday next, 
is in no better case. We has pub- 
lished assurances of the attorney- 
general that that official will file ap- 
plication for an injunction against the 
match tomorrow. Blot declares he 
cannot see how his twenty-round g0 
can be prevented and says he will hold 
it as scheduled, but his voice lacked 
conviction when he said it. 

State To Enjoin., 

As to the big fight, Attorney General 
Webb said today he would not bother 
with an application for a temporary 
restraining order, but would. ask’ for 
a@ permanent injunction. He expects 
to have his application on file within 
a few days. Rickard does not intend 
to contest. He said today he would 
immediately transfer the match to 
some other state if the court ruled 
against him. He does not look with 
favor on a legal battle. 

Governor Gillett, whose letter yes- 
terday to the attorney general created 
the greatest stir sporting circles has 
known since Corbett defeated John lL. 
Sullivan, arrived from Sacramento to- 
day. He was positive in defining his 
position. The fight could be stopped 
and would be stopped, he declared. He 
seemed indifferent to the opposition | 
aroused and said so. 

The governor came to San Francisco | 
to preside over an exposition mass 
meeting. As it had been noised around 
that the status of the exposition at 
Washington had much to do with his 
“no-fight’’ order,,the sporting writers 
to hear any thing 
relative to the battle that might slip 
out. They were disappointed. Not a 
word concerning it was spoken at the 
meeting. 

Arena Work Stopped. 

The only real action of the day in 
the big fight mix-up was a discon- 
certing one for fight enthusiasts.

The men were not 
actually laid off until today. Rickard 
had little to say today and is await-J4 
ing developments, If his predictions 
hold good, he wil) be able to say what 
town gets the fight by tomorrow 
noon.

Mexico, and several other places have 
been suggested and offers of all kinds 
came during the day. Rickard said 
he and Gleason had not discussed 2 
site for the battle, if not held here, 
but it seems very probable that the 
“battle of the century” will take place 
in Nevada. The state laws there are 
emphatic in permitting prize fights 
and the promoters know it will be im- 
possible to draw a big crowd unless 
al] fear of interference is removed. 

The situation tonight is just about 
where it was last night. Nobody knows. 
Everybody is guessing. Rickard is 
the only man who has any real inkling 
of what is going to happen, and Rick- 
ardd says: 

“T'll let you know.” 

Reno After Fight. 

Reno, Nev., June 16.—A committee, 
appointed at a meeting of business men 
today began preliminary plans toward 
getting the Jeffries-Johnson fight ‘for 
Reno. 

WReno is prepared to make a sub- 
stantial offer for the fight. One of 
the things which Reno will guarantee 
will be absolute immunity from inter- 
ference by state officers. 

The Nevada fight law requires only 
a thousand-dollar license law. 

Richard C. Goddard, attorney general 
of Nevada, today issued the following 
statement: 

“The legislature having prescribed 
certain conditions which, if properly 
cOmplied with, permit glove contests, it 
is beyond the functions of any execu- 
tive officer td prevent such a contest. 
The license is $1,000, @nd when ac- 
companied by a physician’s certificate 
as to the condition of the men, the 
county clerk is botind to issue the 
license. The legislature made it law 
ful to conduct glove contests in Ne- 
vada and no power except the legisla- 
ture can prevent them.” 

Senators Interested.

DULLEST OF DAYS 
IN THE STOCK MARKET 
Traders Talk About Expected 
' Happenings and Their Ef- 
. fect on the Mark 


et. 


New York, June 16.—The stock mar- 
ket today was abandoned to duliness 
and neglect. Immense developments 
were ignored and the professional 
traders were driven to framing con- 
jectures over what might prove to be 
the’ market’s response to expected 
happenings in the future. Ft was urg- 
ed that the enactment of the railroad 
bill, when completed, ought to open 
the way for some activity in the spec- 
ulation, although the short time yet 
required and e definite form to be 
taken by the statute are taken for 
granted. A more influential factor in 
the depression of the speculation is 
the contest to be waged over the com- 
ing attempt to secure higher freight 
rates.. The determination expressed by 
shippers and their disposition to form 
strong 0 tions to contest the 
proposed advances arouse some anx- 
iety among those who rely on the 
higher tes to keep up profits. The 
prospect of this contest points to the 
employment of tactics that may prove 
discouraging to stock market activity. 
The symptoms of acerbity among 
railroad executives themselves in the 
discussion of the question of retrench- 
ment and the broad insinuation by the 
president of the Great Northern that 
stock market policy, rather than oper- 
ating exigencvies, govern some of the 
propositions advanced, were taken as 
suggestive of the direction itn which 
the rate contest might influence the 
stock market. The resolution of in- 
quiry adopted by the house calling for 
information regarding the. attorney 
general's investigation of the United 
States Steel Corporation was discussed 
with some show of interest, but the 
effect on the market was negligible. 
Equally so was the report of the 
awarding of contracts for Panama 
canal locks, involving lareg steel or- 
ders, and the increase of steel orders 
said to have been received in the last 
few days. The decrease in the Euro- 
pean visible supply of copper did not 
help the copper metals, the price of 
the metal receding again in London. 

Crop news was not decisive of any 
change in condition, the grain region 
hoping for more rain and the cotton 
regions feeling relief over the absence 
of precipitation. 

Increased dividend disbursements by 
several) scattered public utility cor- 
porations was not of perceptible effect 
on those securities as a class. 

Money remained easy in tone, but it 
was questioned whether this condition 
was not influenced by the purpose of 
lenders to keep funds available in 
short-ter mloans or on call in a mood 
of doubt over later developments. The 
Bank of England's weekly returns re- 
vealed the ability of the London mar- 
ket for money to reduce its indebted- 
ness to the Bank of England, in spite 
of the further heavy inturn of taxes 
to the item of government deposits. A 
favorable impression was made by the 
quick turn-over of one or two recent 
bond issues, small in themselves. The 
inference was drawn that the require- 
ment of investors for high return 
formed as substantial an element in 
the apathy of the investment market 
as any scarcity of capital.

'WHEAT EASY, 
BUT AT A NET GAIN 


Seeqmeners Were Inclined to 
ake Profits and the Market 
Receded After Advance. 


Chicago, June 16.—Montana was the 
unexpected quarter today from which 
came news that somewhat abated a 
crop sdare. Hot, dry weather had been 
officially predicted to last several 
days, tn the spring wheat belt north- 
west, but forecasts of rains for Mon- 
tana gave rise to some uncerteinty. 
Unrelieved dryness for any continued 
period now would materially add to a 
moisture deficit, which at 8t. Paul, 
Minn., amounts already to 6.6 inches 
since March 1. As it was, however, 
ispeculators were quite generally dis- 
posed to take profits. The market, 
after a. sharp advance, receded. and 
closed easy with a net gain of % to 
%c. Corn at the finish unchanged 
to %@% lower and oats unchanged 
at %@kKo higher. Last prices for pro- 
visions were unchanged to 20 cents up. 
Northwestern houses were large buy- 
ers of wheat here early, but follow- 
ing the bulge in quotations turned 
sellers, especially during the final hour 
of the session. Minneapolis reported 
the country as giving lively orders to 
purchase. Drought damage to the 
Volga district, in Russia,’ tended to 
heighten the tension regarding the 
spring crop in this country. At. the 

e time, shipments for the week 
from India were reported as less than 
half what they were a year ago. Dis- 
patches from both sides of the Can- 
adian line told of serious effects from 
dry weather. There was much buying 
in consequence, both for long and 
short account, the strength of north- 
western markets stimulating demand 
here. July delivery did not keep pace, 
being held back by a dull and weak 
cash situation locally. September 
ranged from $0 to 91%c and closed 
%c up, at 90%c. 

Excellent weather offset speculative 
buying in the corn pit. The purchas- 
ing, too, was based partly on the 
temporary strength of wheat. Fur- 
thermore, eastern demand was poor, 
dealers working on a hand-to-mouth 
system. September fluctuated between 
58% @58%c and 59% c, closing steady at 
58%c, a net loss of %c. The cash 
market was firm. No. 2 yellow closed 
at 59% @69%. 

Influenced by allegations that the 
oats crop was deteriorating, because 
of hot weather, prices for that grain 
rose on active buying, but subsided 
almost as much later in sympathy 
with wheat and corn. September 
varied from 85% @%35% to 36%0c, ‘and 
cae with a net gain of %@*%c, at 
35% c. | 

After an easy: start, provisions ad- 
vanced on acquisitions, thought to be 
for packers, but later fell back with 
grain. Final trades were 7% to 20c 
net higher for pork. Unchanged to 
2%c higher for lard, and unchanged 

to 76c up for ribs.
